Ar a regular Session of the Legislature, convened at the Capitol, 
at Jackson, a Monday the seventh day of January A. D. one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty six, and the eightieth year of 
American Independence. 


Br IT REMEMBERED, that on the day and year aforesaid, being 
the time and place appointed by law for the assemblage of the 
Legislature of the State of Mississippi, the Senate was called to 
order by the Hon. Joseph Koger, the Senator from Noxubee. 

On motion of Mr. Koger, Mr. Drane, the Senator from Choc- 
taw, was called to the Chair as President pro tempore. 

And on his further motion, Mr. Joseph Bennett was requested 
to act as Secretary of the Senate pro tempore. 

On calling the roll, a quorum answered to their naines. 

On motion of Mr. Gilliland, of Attala, the new members ap- 
peared and qualified as follows:

On motion of Mr. Gilliland, the Senate proceeded to elect the 
President. 

Mr. Oliver nominated J. J. Pettus, of Kemper. 

On motion of Mr. Starke, Mr. Pettus was unanimously elected 
President of the Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Webb, the Chair appointed Senators Webb, 
Oliver, and Starke, a committee to wait on Mr. Pettus and in- 
form him of his election. 

Mr. Gilliland moved that the Senate proceed to the election of 
Secretary of the Senate, by ballot. - 

Mr. Ellett moved the vote be viva voce, which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Oliver nominated Mr. H. H. Chalmers, of Marshall, 

Mr. Starke moved Mr. Chalmers be elected by acclamation. 

Bnt objections being made, the roll was called, whereupon it ap- 
peared that Mr. H. B. Chalmers received twenty-five (25) votes, 
and Mr. J. P. Jones three (3) votes. Mr. Chalmers was there- 
upon declared duly and constitutionally elected Secretary of the 
Senate, and took the oath prescribed by law. 

On motion of Mr. Gilliland, the Senate proceeded to the elec- 
tion of Door Keeper, whereupon Mr. Oliver nominated W. B. 
Cavanah, of Lowndes county, who, on motion of Mr. Webb, 
was elected by acclamation. The oath of office required by law 
was then administered to Mr. Cavanah. 

On motion of Mr. Ellett, the Secretary was directed to inform 
the House that the Senate was organized and ready to proceed to 
business. 

On motion of Mr. Greer, 

Resolved, 'That a committee of three on the part of the Senate, 
and ——————— — on the part of the House of Representatives, 
be appointed to wait on His Excellency, the Governor, and inform 
him that the two Houses of the Legislature have met according 
to the provisions of the constitution, have organized and are now 
ready to receive any communication he may see proper to make to 
them. 

Which motion being adopted, the President appointed the fol. 
lowing committee: Senators Greer, Cobb, and Ellett. 

On motion of Mr. Stone, it was 

Resolved, 'That the Rules adopted for the government of the 
former Senate, be declared adopted by the present Senate, until 
further ordered. 

Mr. Starke offered the following resolution : 

Resolved, That during the setting of the Senate no smoking be 
allowed in any part of the Chamber. 
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A division was called for and had, and the resolution adopted. 
On motion of Mr. Ellett, it was 
Resolved, That the clergymen of the different religious denom- 


inations in Jackson, be and are hereby invited to open the sessions 
of the Senate with prayer. 

On motion of Mr. Webb, it was 

Resolved, That such Editors as wish to report the praceedings 
of the Senate, be admitted within the bar of the Senate at the re- 
porters table. 


On motion of Mr. Pegues, the Senate took a recess until three 
o'clock this evening.

TUESDAY, January 8th, 1856. 


The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

‘The roll was called, and the Journal of yesterday was read and 
approved. 

Mr. Vavis, of Panola, introduced the following joint resolution ; 

Resolved, (the House concurring) That our Senators in Con- 
gress be instructed, and the members of the House of Represen- 
tatives be requested to use their exertions to have all railroad iron 
introduced free of duty. 

Which motion being read, was, under rules, laid over for one day. 

On motion of Mr. Stone, the Senate adjourned until to-morrow 
morning at 10 o'clock. 


WEDNESDAY, January 9th, 1856. 


The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 
The roll was called. and the Journal of yesterday read and 
- adopted. 

Mr. Greer, chairman of the committee on the part of the Senate, 
to info rm His Excellency, the Governor, that the two Houses had 
organi zed and were ready to receive any communication which he 
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might have to make to the Legislature, reported that the joint com- 
mittee of the two Houses had discharged that duty, and that the 
Governor had informed them that he would immediately transmit 
to the Legislature a message in writing. 

The following messages were received from the House of Repre- 
entatives, through their Clerk, Mr. Edward Pickett, Jr. : 

Mr. PnrsrpENT :—I am instructed by the House of Represen- 
tatives to inform the Senate, that they have met and organized by 
electing the William S. Barry, of Lowndes, Speaker; Edward 
Pickett, Jr., of Adams, Clerk, A. S. Jennings, Door Keeper, and 
that they are now ready to proceed to the discharge of public bus- 
iness. 

MR. Presrpent: The House of Representatives have adopted the 
following joint resolutions: 

Resolved, (the Senate concurring) That the two Houses meet in 
the Representatives Hall on to-morrow, at 11 o'clock, for the pur- 
pose of electing a State Printer, Librarian, and Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Resolved, (the Senate concurring) 'That the two Houses meet 
in joint convention on to-morrow, at 12 o'clock m., for the purpose 
of counting the votes cast for Governor at the late election. 

Mr. Koger moved to take up the joint resolutions just communi- 

cated from the House. 

Mr. Greer moved to concur in them. 

Mr. Davis moved to postpone the consideration of the first joint 
resolution until to-morrow. 

Mr. Cobb moved to amend the first of said resolutions by strik- 
ing out the words State Printer and Librarian, which was adopted. 

Both joint resolution, as amended, were then concurred in. 

Mr. Arthur introduced the following joint resolution : 

Resolved, By the Senate (the House of Representatives concur- 
ring) that the 13 joint rules of both House be amended, so that 
the joint standing committee on Accounts be abolished, and, in lieu 
thereof, for the more complete examination of the various State 
offices, the following joint standing committees shall be appointed, 
to-wit: 

A joint standing committee of thtee members on the part of the 
Senate, and members on the part of the House of Represen- 
tatives, to examine the office of the Auditor of Public Accounts. 

A joint standing committee of three members on the part of the 
Senate, and “members on the part of the House, to examine 
the office of the Secretary of State. 

A Joint standing committee of three members on the part of the 
Senate, and members on, the part of the House, to examine 


i the State Treasurer’s office, the State Commissioner's office, and 
| the contingent fund of the Executive office. 


On motion of Mr. Oliver, the rules requiring joint resolutions to 
lie over, was suspended, and the resolution was then adopted. 
Mr» Arthur gave notice that he would on to-morrow, or some 
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subsequent day, ask leave of the Senate to introduce a bill entitled 
an act to establish a Criminal Ccurt in Warren county, and to . 
amend the criminal laws of this state. l 

Mr. Starke gave noticé that he would on to-morrow, or some day 
thereafter, introduce a bill to provide for the payment of the bonds 
of the state, issued to enable the state to take stock in the Plan- 
ters’ Bank. ` 

Mr. Davis offered the following joint resolution : 

_ Resolved, That a committee of three on the part of the Senate, 
to join such as may be appointed on the part of the House, be ap- 
pointed to report upon the condition of the State Library, and 
whether any appropriation is necessary to purchase additional 
hooks—which resolution lies over under rules. 

The following message was then received, through Mr. James 
B.-McRae, the Governor’s Private Secretary : 


To the Senate and House of Representatives : 

GENTLEMEN :—I am directed by His Excellency, the Governor, 
to transmit to the Senate and: House of Representatives a commu- 
nication in writing, with accompanying documents. 

The following message of the Governor was then received and 
read : 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives : 

GENTLEMEN: I welcome you to the Capital as the recently 
chosen representatives of the people. The exciting contest. of the 
election passed off quietly, and the people, recognizing ours as a 
Government of opinion, in which differences may be safely tolera- 
ted, where questions involving the public interest are left free to 
open discussion, the expression of the popular will at the ballot- 
box was not openly marked by either fraud or violence. We have 
reason to congratulate ourselves, that whatever disasters have oc- 
curred to others in the elections, in other states, our people have 
regarded a strict observance of the laws, as the surest guarantee 
of the purity of the elective franchise, and of the preservation of the 
public peace. ‘Fhe same voice which has called you to your pre- 
sent sphere of duty, has determined my position, also, as a co-ordi- 
. nate department of the Government with you. I feel, therefore, 

that there is an identity of sympathy and interest between us in 
reference to al! the great interests of the state, and of our common 
country. 

You have met, gentlemen, under circumstances and auspices the 
most favorable, so far as relate to the domestic interests of the 
state. - With the exception of the pestilence, which, within a few 
years past, has commenced its annual visitations to our cities, In- 
cluding the Capital, and some of the interior villages of the state, 
our people have for the last two years, been blessed with unusual 
health, and abundant harvests have crowned their industry in every 
field of labor. “ Religion, morality, and knowledge,” the three 

creat elements of civilization, which tend most to “make a people 
iree, great, and happy, are more widely diffused, and more highly 
cultivated throughout the state, than ever before, and the st anden 
of virtue and intelligence is elevated to a higher scale. ‘The bur- 
dens of government rest lightly upon the people, prosperity scatters 
plenty to ) them, patriotism subdu^s ambition, aud we scarcely know 
or inquire what it is that brings to us the great-blessings of life we 
so happily and securely enjoy. It is the shield of the government 
over us, held by the overruling hand of Providence, manifesting it- 
self through cur institutions, and in the sentiment of our people, 
which acknowledge es it, and for which we should be ever grateful. 

‘The constitution makes it the duty of the Executive to give to 
the Legislature information of the state of the government, and 
recommend.to their consideratian such measures as he may deem 
necessary and expedient. 

The last Legislature provided by law, that three commissioners 
should be appointed to revise, digest, and codify the laws of the 
state, and to propose such alterations, or amendments, of the exist- 
ing laws, and such new laws, as they might deem expedient. Also 
to. propose a code simplifying and regulating the practice of the 


courts, with a manual of forms for the use of Clerks and Justices of 
i x 
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the Peace. These commissioners were to be appointed by the 
Judges ot the High Court of Errors and Appeals, and their Re- 
port to be made and submitted to them, whose duty it was to ex- 
amine and report the same to the present session of the Legisla- 
ture, if practicable, recommending such alterations and amendments, 
as they might deem proper. It has not come within my province 
to know what has been done by the commissioners on this subject; 
but from the high character for ability and learning of the gentle- 
men appointed, I suppose the work has been well performed, and 
will be presented for your action at the. present session. The: 
adoption af an entire new code of laws 1s a matter of the highest 
importance to the people of the state, which will be appreciated 
by the Legislature as fully as hy myself. 1 have but a single sug- 
gestion to make in reference to it. That is, as I suppose the i: - 
port will embrace, as far as practicable, in general laws, all inte-- , 
ests and questions, local or otherwise, in the state, that no specu. ' 
legislation shall be permitted to interfere with these, either-in ihe 
adoption of the laws reported, or in such others as the Legislature 
may adopt in connection with them. Special legislation should 
, always be avoided, where general laws will reach the case. Noth- 
ing so soon begets confusion, and renders the law an unmeaniag 
mass to the people, and uncertain in its administration through the 
courts. ‘The report of the commissioners, when adopted, and the 
legislation of the present session, connected with it, will embody 
the entire statute law of the state. It will form a starting point 
from which every citizen may readily learn what the law is, and 
may long be preserved as an intelligible standard to all, unless 
marred by the incongruity of special legislation. 

This action of the last Legislature relieves me from the necessi- 
ty of making many recommendations in reference to the general 
Jaws of the state, which otherwise might have been deemed expe- 
dient, but which now might be wholly useless. I shall, therefore, 
confine myself more strictly to the first branch of my constitutional 
duty, in giving information of the state of the government, and sug- 
gesting such measures for your consideration, as relate more espe- 
cially to the general advancement of the interests and prosperity 
of the state. : 

The duties devolved by law, upon the state officers, for the past 
two years, have been faithfully performed. - Their various reports 
will show in detail the condition of the public business in their 
several departments. 

The general statement from the report of the Treasurer, presents 
a highly satisfactory condition of the finances, and shows that the 
revenue law of the last session has fully met the demands upon 
the Treasury.

The general statement from the Report of the Secretary of 
Mtate in reference to the swamp.and overflowed lands, shows the 
number of acres confirmed to the state to be 2,487,254 51-100, 
and the number of acres sold by the state 1,867,192 88-100.— 
These lands will be made the subject of a special communication 
to the Legislature. 

Soon alter I came into office I found that of the 500,000 acres of 
land granted to the state in 1841 by the General Government for 
Internal improvement, near ten thousand acres were not yet se- 
lected and confirmed to the state. I appointed Gen. John Rayburn, 
who had formerly acted as agent of the state, to make the selec- 
tions. And this grant, as well as the grant for the Chickasaw 
school lands is now closed, 

The Report to the Governor of the joint select. committee to 
complete the examination of the Treasurer’s, Secretary of State's, 
and Governors offices, unünished at the adjournment of the last 
session, is herewith submitted, with accompanying documents, and 
its several suggestions recom: :ended to your favorable-consideration. 
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The Report of the Adjutant General, when submitted, will in- 
form you of the state and cendition of the Militia, and volunteer . 

organizations in the State, and of the Public Arms. 

"The report of the Superintendent of the Penitentiary shows the 
Institution to be in a prosperous condition, though it has had many 
disadvantages to contend with during his term. -

* Deduct from the above balance the sum drawn from the Treas- 
uary, and the result will show a nett gain in favor of the operations 
of the Institution for the past year, of $4,683 27.100. Add to this 
the amount that would have been realized from the sale of. goods 
not manufactured in consequence of the unavoidable delays in re- 
pairing the machinery, and a nett gun of $17,643 27-100 would 
have been the result, leaving out of the calculation the loss of goods 
not manufactured for want of hands to attend the looms." 

I ask the consideration of the Legislature to the report of the 
Superintendent, with that of the Inspectors, and recommend that 
their various suggestions be carred out by law, especially those in 
reference to the term and tenure of the offices of Superintendent 
and Physician, and the change of the law passed at the last session 
prescribing the mode of conveying convicts to the Penitentiary. 

I have collected from the Treasury of the United States, and 
paid into the Treasury of the state, on account of the Two and 
Three per cent. Funds, $13,533 40, accruing to the state from 
the proceeds of the sales of public lands within her limits. 

William H. Muse, Secretary of State, died on the 9th day of 
January, 1855, and ] appointed A. B. Diliworth to fill his unex- 
pired term, who discharged the duties of the office faithfully, and 
has since been elected by the people to a regular term. 

James W. McDonald, elected State Librarian, by the last Leg- 
islature, resigned his office on the 4th day of July, 1854, and I ap- 
pointed H. H. Chalmers, in his stead, who has discharge the du- 
ties of the office well. 

The report of the State Commissioner will advise you of the 
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business of his office, and the condition of the various funds under 
his charge. 

The report of the Trustees of the Lunatic Asylum presents the 
condition and requirements of that Institution. The number of 
patients now under treatment is fifty-two. The entire number re- 
ceived since the opening of the Asylum, has been seventy. ‘I'he 
report of the Medical Superintendent, exhibits the average number 
of cures in proportion to the number of patients treated, as show- 
ing the success of the Institution. The expenses of the Insti. 
tution have exceeded in the past two years by about $10,000, 
the appropriations for its completion and support. ‘The causes of 
this will be explained by the report of the Trustees, and Medical 
Superintendent, which will in due time be submitted to the Legis- 
lature. The sam of ten thousand dollars per annum was appro- 
priated at the last session, to pay the quarterly expenses of the In. 
stitution. This being exhausted, upon the representation of the 
‘Trustees and Physician, that the Institution would necessarily have 
to be abandoned, withont further means, and the inmates turned 
xut, Í gave my approval to the Auditor and ‘Treasurer, in advanc- 
ing to the Institution, from the Treasury, $10,000, necessary to its 
existence, on the Trustees filing their bond to indemnify the state 
for its.return, if not sanctioned by the Legislature. Necessity re.. 
quired it, and I recommend the appropt riation by the Legis'ature, 
‘for this sum, so advanced to the Institution. The Asylum is an 
honor to the state. It is on a scale of magnificence, and conven- 
ience, and comfort for its unfortunate inmates, unsurpassed by any 
similar Institution in the United States. It is a monument to the 
noble impulses of the great heart of humanity, which swells within 
ihe bosom cf our people. I commend the suggestions in the re. 
port of the Trustees and Medical Superintendent to the careful 
vousiderations of the Legislature, and recommend that ample ap- 
propriations be: made for the support and maintenance of the In. 

stitution. 

‘The resort of the Trustees of the Institution for the Blind, and 
Deaf and Dumb, will inform you of the situation and requirements 
of these Institutions. The appropriations heretofore have been 
inadequate for their support. These are the Asylums for the un- 
fortunate and afflicted, who are the children of the state, and the 
state should take care of, and provide for them. A lot, with suita- 
ble buildings erected, was purchased by the Trustees, for the In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb, at a cost greater than the sum. 
appropriated for that purpose, and it was agreed by the party, from 
whom the purchase was made, to look to the Legislature, on the 
recommendation. of the Trustees, for the balance—fifteen hundred: 
‘dollars. ‘Fhe facts will appear in their report. The arrangement, 
ĮI think, was a good one, and I recommend that the appropriation 
be made, and such other appropriations as will be required for the: 
proper support and maintainance of these Institutions, 

l « 
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The three several amendments of the constitution. submitted by: 

— the last Legislature to the people, received at the election the re. 

quired vote to make them. a part of the constitution, and it will be: 
for the Legislature at the present session, to insert them in the con- 
stitution, and to adopt such legislation as will carry them into effect. 

The constitution requires the Legislature at periods of ‘not less 
than every four, nor more than every eight years, to cause an enu- 
meration to be made of all the free white inhabitants of the State, 
in accordance with which, at the several periods of making such. 
enumeration, the whole namber of Representatives and Senators 
in the Legislature, is to be apportioned as provided in the constitu- 
tion.- In 1845, the enumeration was made, and in 1846, the pre- 
sent existing apportionment of Senators and Representatives was. 
made underit. In 1853, the enumeration was again made, and 
the Legislature of 1854, to which it was returned, failed to make 
the apportionment in accordance with it. In the fall of 1853, I 
was called upon by quite a respectable public sentiment, to con~ 
vene the Legislature in special session, for the purpose of making 
this apportionment. I declined to do so on the ground that 1 could 
net hope or expect, that upon a subject upon which the members 
had deliberately acted at the regular session, they would better 
agree at a special session, and a heavy expense, which the finances. 
of the State, at that time, were not in a condition to sustain, would 
be incurred, without corresponding benefit. The duty of making 
the apportionment will devolve upon you at the present session, and 
I respectfully suggest that a spirit of conciliation and concession 
be brought into your deliberations on this subject, as.far as your 
views of constitutional duty will permit. 

By the general appropriation act of the last session of the Leg- 
islature, the Auditor of Public Accounts, under the supervision of’ 
the Governor, and Attorney General, was authorized to settle the 
account between the State and James E. Matthews, former Audi- 
tor. ‘The special report upon this subject, will advise you fully of 
the settlement made. A balance of six hundred and forty-one dol- 
lars and ninety-two cents, was found due to Mr. Matthews under 
the provisions of the act, and a warrant issued by the Auditor as 
directed, for this sum in his favor. It is due to Mr. Matthews to 
say, that on a careful examination of the facts in this-case, no sus-- 
picion rests upon our minds, of a want of integrity of his part, in 
connection with the transactions, which led to the controversy be- 
tween him and the State, n 

By the act of the last session, “making appropriations for the 
repair of the Capitol and Executive Mansion, and for other per- 
poses,” the Auditor and Governor were made commissioners to 
contract for and superintend the execution of the work—to see 
that it was faithfully done, and to the best advantage of the State. 
L respectfully refer you to the report of the commissioners on this 
Subject. . This act, with. the one authorizing the settlement. with: 
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James E. Matthews, devolved upon the Auditor, outside of the re- 
gular business of his office duties, onerous and troublesome. I there- 
fore recommend to the Legislature, to make to him such compensa- 
tion for the same, as in their judgment they may deem just. 

No further appropriations will be required for the repair of the 
Executive Mansion, nor for the outside enclosure. But additional 
ones will be required for the inside division fences, and the out. 
buildings. The special attention of the Legislature is asked to 
the condition of the Capitol. The soft stone of which it is com- 
posed, seeming to yicld to decay; also, to the enclosure of the. 
Capitol grounds, and such appr opriations suggested as in their judg- 
ment may be required. 
` The act of 17th February, 1854, to regulate the granting of li... 
cence to retail vinous and spiritous liquors, has succeeded well, 
and met generally with the approval of the people. It is founded 
upon the right principle of submitting the question of the licence 
to the sentiment of the majority of the community in which it is 
asked to be granted. I recommend adherence to its provisions. 

When I entered upon the duties of the executive office, almost 
the first questions which came before me were applications for the 
exercise of the pardoning power. I laid down rigid rules for my 
government on this subject, and have adhered to them. I have 
not hesitated, however, to exercise be power in cases, Which in my 
indgment, were clearly entitled to it, and which my sense of duty 
required. But a question has arisen as to the power of the Gov- 

nor, under the constitution, cn this subject, as to whether he has 
the power to parion in cases before trial and conviction. The 
constitution saya: . 

“Sue. 10. in ai criminal and penal cases, except in those of 
treason and im peachment, he shall have power to grant reprieves 
and pardons, and remit fines, an xd in cases of forfeiture to stay the 
collection until the end cf the next session of tke legis! ature, and 
to remit forfeitures by end with the advice and consent of the Se- 
nate. In cases of treason, he shall have power to grant reprieves 

y and with the advice and consent cf th c ; Senate, but may respite 
the sentence until the end of the ncst session of the legislature.” 

There can be no reprieve without a s ontenco—thero' can be no 
fine aud no forfeiture without à judgment. In case of treason the 
Governor has no power until alter sentence. Can he then 
pardon before trial and conviction ? Clearly I think not. What 
is meant, in iay judgment, by criminal and penal cases in the con- 
stitution, forthe exercise of the paidoning power by the Governor, 
are cases adjudicated, determined upon by some competent tribu. 
nal, and the party adiudged guilty of site offence, and not cases 
before trial and conviction. [have so decided. My predecessors, 
however, as far as I have been able to lcarn their opinions, de- 
cided differently, and many gentlemen, bighly learned in the law, 
coincide with them, and take a different view of this question from 
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“Under the det of 2d, March, 1854, to aid in the éonstrüction.of 
- The . New. Orleans, Jackson, and Great Northern Railroad, in the 
State.of Mississippi, and for other purposes, I appointed Powhattan

5 Was well executed, and, for full information, on this subject, i refer 
you to the report of the Engineer, with my letter of appointment 
arid instructions to him, and, his. splerididly- executed map,-showing - 
the line ‘and-profile of the road, - Five „thousand dollars were. paid 
to Mr. Robinson, on my requisition, for this. work. All that. the 
law-allowed: ee Ee e e 
Under the same act, which .reserved in the Treasury a sum not 
to exceed one hundred thousand dollars, when. tollected, subject to 
‘the requisition of the Goternor, in favor of. the Mobile. and: Ohio 
Railroad company, in, accordance with the provisions of the-act of 
16th March, 1952, on the ‘report of S; B. Parker, appointed agent 
of the State, by rie, under said last. act, to, examine ‘ten miles of 
sid zoad made ready for “the. iron rails, in, this State and in con- 
.tinuation of that portion ofthe road in:running operation in the 
Statė of Alabama, and on thé--delivery to. me by the President and 
Directors `of. said. company, of ceitificates. of stock in paid tom- 
‘pany, for the sam of*one hundred thousand dollars, that sum waa 
paid, oh my tequisition, to said company, for which the certificates 
of stock were deposited by me in the Treasury. Copies of the 
S—92 i 
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report of the agent, and of my letter of appointment-and instruc- 
tions to him, are herewith submitted. ; 

Under the same.act, there has been paid to.the New Orleans, 
Jackson, and Great Northern Railroad company; the sum of one 
hundred and forty-three thousand dollars, ‘And to the Mississippi 
Central Railroad company, the sum of sixty two thousand five hun- 
dred dollars. For which sums, severally, these companies have 
deposited certificates of stock forthe State in thé Treasury. ` 

Some differences of opinion existed. between these three com- 
' panies as to their rights under this act, and some delays were 
caused in making to them the several payments. But these differ. 
ences were amicably adjusted by mutual agreement between them, 
and the balance of the proceeds of the Internal Improvment lands, 
ag it is realized, now goes to the New Orleans, Jackson, and: Great 
Nortliern, and Mississippi Central Roads, in the proportions speci- 
fied in the act. ; : 

The Mobile and Ohio Railroad is now completed to the Lauder- 
dale Springs station, near the north boundary of Lauderdale county, 
' a distance of one hundred and fifty-three miles froni Mobile, 
and the cars are running successfully to that point. The iron rails, 
before the last of December, were laid down seven miles north of 
the above station, beyond the line of the southern boundary of 
Kemper county, and are gradually being.extended, as fast as the 
ability of the company will admit. The business and travel upon 
the road surpass expectation, and the limited available means of 
the company, exhausted always by their continued effort for the ex- 
tension of the track, scarcely enables them to furnish it with 1na- 
chinery and rolling stock, sufficient for the demands oí the every 
day increasing transportation. ‘The advantages to the country 
through which the road passes, and which it is reaching, here- 
tofore remote from market, and destitute of facilities, have neither 
been calculated, nor anticipated. Reality now presents them 
with astonishment even to those who in anticipation supposed they 
had most fully realized them. The road.bed is mostly completed 
and in readiness for the iron rails te the Tennessee line, and in fact, 
mainly so to the northern terminus near the mouth of the Ohio 
river. This road is under a good direction. lt stands upon a 
firm basis, and will go through; but 5t requires aid to give it that 
progress, which the value of time and the great interests of the 
country now demand. 

The New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad is 
completed, and in successful running operation to Osyka, on our 
State line, a distance of eighty-eight miles from New Orleans. 
It reached this point, to which it has been brought, almost exclu- 
sively, if not entirely, by means-furnished by the State and citizens 
of Louisiana, and city of New Orleans, about the 4th of July, 
3854. Since that time, the iron rails have been laid six miles 
north of Osyka. Upon this portion of the line the caís are run- 
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ning, but it is-not-open yet for general trade. "Phe grading of the 
Road is completed to Brockhavensin Lawrence county, a distance 
of thirty-eight miles fio Osyka, "The.means of thé company 
have. not béenayailanle to purchase the iron for this part of the 
Raad- The distance frofía Osyka to Facksañ by the ‘line of the 
Road, is ninety-five miles, (air:line 913 miles) If the iron rails 
Were laid to Brookhaven, it would he in running operation within 
fifty-séven miles of the Capital. Fifteen miles. of the. read ‘is 
completed, ánd in running “operation froni Jackson north towards 
Canton, and the whole: ling. will’ be completed to Cantor by. the 
middle or last of February next. The” Róad'is graded twenty 
miles or more in ‘Monroe county, north and south of Aberdeen, but 
the company hás not been able to reach that Section with the i iron 
rails. - 

This Road forms one of the most important lines throughout 
our ' State, and in its connections with other Rodds: one of ihe. most 
imipertant lines in the United States. Its means are sufficient, if 
they were available, to construct portions of'it, if hot the whole 
line, gradually, but slowly. It reqnires additional aid. to give to it 
that progress which it merits,. anid which the great interests aud n ne- 
cessities ofthe country so iniperiously demand. 

"Twonty- four miles of thé Mississippi Central Railroad ate com. 
pleted, “and now ín running operation “from the Memphis and 
Charleston Road to Holly Springs. The "business üpon it equals 
and-exeeeds the expectations d" (he company.” One hundred and 
twenty miles of additional road-bed froni Holly Springs south, and 
Canton north, together, will. be in readiness for the -iton rails by 
July next-—a considerable” ‘portion of this distance being now in 
readiness for the cross ties. But thirty- miles of the’ -earth-work 
on the whole Tine ate not letto contract. A recent purchase of 
iron rails has been made-by the: company; sufficient to lay down 
fifty miles, ‘commencing at Canton and Holly Springs by the first 
dày of April next. And had the company the necessary means 
vigorously to prosecute the work, the whole line could be put ia 
operation. within two years fróm this time.” The -siccess: of this 
road has been remarkable. While the Mobile and Ohio, incor- 
porated i in 1848, “and the New Orleans, Jacksoa and Great North- 
ern in 1850 sind’ 1859, have their commencement at important 
commercial cities, and look to their northern terminus as forming 
connections with great through lines of travel,the points of terminus 
which they connect, being always regarded as essential to 
the. success of ratlroad enterprises; this road receiving its charter 
in 1852, and connecting ‘by its points of terminue simply with 
these other roads, with the oñe at Canton, and the’ other at Jackson 
in Tennessee, passing: through a country supposed to be unfavora- 
ble for a railroad Hne; and looking appar éntly to local support, has 
in its progress and prospects, kept pace with, if not surpassed 
either of the others—promises , to keep up with the swiftest, to 
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completion, and is destined, besides the i immense local trafic which 
awaits it, to become an important link in the great line upon whick 
the ever-swelling volume of commerce and travel is to find its way 
from the valley of the West to the shores‘of the Gal The cora- 
pany has received from all sources-about $820,000— has expended 
for eonstruction. equipment, &c., about $940, .000—ineluding what 
has been expended on the werk, the available means of the compa- 
ny is about $2,000,000, and the ‘estimated cost of the road, wit 
partial equipments, is $3,000,000. Hence it will be séen that 
but $1,000,000 additional is required to complete the work. 
This amount, if now rendered certain, as the line progresses, 
would ensure the completion of the entire road by the first is 
of January, 1858. 

I will not speak to the Legislature ofthe incalculable value af 
these roads to the State, when completed. If all do not see and 
feel it, no suggestions. of mine could make it manifest. ~The time 
has passed when the value of well-directed rail road improvements 
is to be calculated. Axioms are propositions admitted. So is the 
value of rail road improvements. These roads, when completed, 
will lorm together a line of eight hundred. miles within the limits of 
our State. In connection with others now in progress, - and others 
still which will necessurily grow up as arms or branches of these 
they wiil soon make to our people for all the purposes cf commerce 
and travel, distance a point, and time but a moment: ‘The brilliant 
prosperity which they wall give to our State the most sanguine has 
not conceived, and wonder herself will be astonished at the magni’ 
ficent results. In their connection with other lines they will place 
us in the same communication throughout the United States, and 
the bell which tolls the-departure of the iran horse from the Lakes 
on the North will scarcely have its echoes returned from the waters 
of the Guifbefore his neigh will be heard upon its tranquil shores. 
The despatch which announces his departure from the Empire 
City of the North, borne by the genius of Franklin, transmitted to 
Morse, with lightning r apidity along the wire line, - will but kave 
heralded his coming upon his iron way, in time for the man of 
commerce, in the Crescent City of the South, to take care of his 
freighted train. And all this will passthrough our State. ` 

I would not :»commend to the Legisla ture: any thing that would 
embarrass the State or burden the people. But these rail roads I 
think should have our aid. They linger wistfully for completion, 
but slowly without our help. The high mettled steed is upon the 
track, and only waits for the hand of the State to turn bim.upon the 

open line, with a loosened bit. ‘The burdens of our State govern: 
ment are not now onerous, and the advantages of these works, if 
not now seen, when completed, will be so felt by the people. as to 
be appreciated. . 

The State has already over three hundred thousand ds in- 
yested in stock iu these roads, and when the proceeds of the sale of 
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the Internal improvement Lands'are realized, will have over half a 
million.. This fund, however, has beem deriyed from the General 
Government, and the State herself has done nothing for the roads. 

I, therefore, recommend to tlie Legislature to consider the propri- 
ety of so iticreasing thé revenue as‘te raise a surplus in the Treasu- 
Xy of two, hundred thousand dollars to be inyésted in stock, by. cash 
payments annually, to these several companies‘in proportion to. the 
extent of their lines within the liníits of the State, to be- applied to 
the purchase of or payment- fór iron rails when the road-beds are in 
readiness for the iron superstructure. - And that all monies loaned 
at interest to these companies, or invested in their bonds pr stock 
in the State be exempted from taxation until the several roads are 
completed.’ This will be: a small stim for the State to raise, anda 
small sum for éacli of the companies to receive. But it will be 
a cash sum to them; and inspiye confidence in their success by the 
encouragement given them by the State, A large amount of pri- 
“vate capital, it is believéd, now drivén from the State, to be loaned 
elsewhere, when exempted fróm taxation, and inspired with con- 
fidence by the State aid to these roads,-will seek investment in their 
bonds and stocks, and furnish them with. ample means, to ~progress 
rapidly to completion. This last stiggéstion-will be objected. to, by 
some, as a special privilege." The Constitution authorises the 
grant of special privilegés, in consideration of great public benefits 
conferred,  Incidentaladvantages-in this case will’result to those 
who make the loans, but the object is to benefit these works of 
great utility to the State. This principle has already been re- 
ognized in reference to these companies, by similar, exemptions 
in their charters. es ag? UC 

That this appropriation shall be continued for five. years, and 
wlien the Mobile aud Ohie Road is eompleted, the amount propor- 
ticned-to it shall then be invested in stock in the Southern Rail 
Road—the amount to the Central when compléted, in the Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee Railroad, and tlie amounttothe New Orleans, 
Jackson and Great, Northern Railroad, when completed, in the 
Gulf and Ship Island Rail Road, all as first provided; This in 
twoor three years will complete the three first roads—in three to 
six years the three last, and the State will have invested. in them a 
| paying stock of more than Age million and. a‘half-of dollars, yield- 
„ing a dividend to be appropriated- to any other object’ of Internal 
Improvement shé may desire; or then to the great purposé of educa- 
tion, or ifto none of these, then sufficient tó pay the expenses of her ^ 
government, without taxation. Should these suggestions meet with 
the approval ofthe Legislature it "will be for their wisdom so to ar- 
range the Revenue Law as to produce the desired result." lt is * 
believed the restoration in part of the Revenue Act of- 1846, with 
some additions to the present law, will accomplish the object. . 

Twothoasarid fite hundred dollars were appropriated by the last 
Legislature to print two thougatid copies of the Report of Prof. B. 
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L. C. Wailes’ State Geologist, and it was provided that after. distri. 
bution of one thousand copies, as the law directs, one thousand 
copies should be deposited in the office ofthe Secretary of State, to 
be sold by an agent or agents to be appointed by. the Governor, 
Under such regulations, and for such sum each, as he might deem 
advisable for the purpose of reimbursing the State for the publica. 
tion of the work. I directed the Secretary of State to make sale 
of the work at $2 50 a copy, to realize the amount expended for 
its publication. But few copies have been sold. ` 

The people do not seem to appreciate the sale by the State to 
her own citizens, of a work however valuable, emanating from one 
of her public officers, and intended to give useful information on 
the-important subject of geological and agricultural science. I re- 
commend that the work be distributed gratuitously in such manner 
as the Legislature shall deem best, to diffuso most widely among 
the people, the valuable information which it contains. The Géo. 
logical survey of the state is still progressing, and an interesting 
repori. is expected from Prof. L. Harper, State Geologist. 

A resolution of the Board of Trustees of the State University 
adopted at their meeting in July, 1951, expresses the desire that 
the Governor shall recommend to the Legislature to provide by 
law for the appointment of a Board of Visitors, to attend the regu- 
lar examinations of the Institution, and make report thereon. The 
necessity and importance of such a Board I think is obvious. In 
the first. pluce, the University is a State Institution, and should be 
subject to the visitation of the State through her regularly appointed 
agents. Secondly, the appointment of a Board of Visitors will act 
as a stimulus to the students to prepare themselves well for the an- 
nual examinations, And lastly, the great advantage to be gained 
will be the bringing the University into public notice through the 
reports of the Board of Visitors. I recommend to the Legislature 
a compliance with the wishes of the Trustees on this subject. I 
am gratified to state that the University is in a most flourishing 
condition. The number of students is about two hundred. The 
Professors. tor ability and learning, are equalled hy but few in any 
similar institutions in the United States, and the admirable discip- 
line of the learned and excellent President is unsurpassed. The 
Joard of Trustees vill be in session in a few days at the capital, 
when their report will be submitted to the Executive, and made 
the subject of a special communication to the Legislature connect. 
ed with the interests of the University, which [ commend to your 
most favorable consideration in every regard. 

The proposition jor the estabiishment, by the State, of a Female 
College, for the thorough and accomplished education of the daugh- 
ters of the State. has been brought prominently and interestingly 
before the public, and to the notice of the Executive, by Miss He. 
neau, a voung lady of accomplishment, intelligence and talent, ed- 
ucated in this State, a resident of Grenada, engaged in the business 
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-oF-female instruction, and devoted to the intellectual advancement 
of her sex, I commend the subject to the;favorable consideration 
ofthe Legislatiire. ee 

^. ‘The system of common schools is one which has been so much 
the subject of special legislation in our State, that in its present 
condition Ihave not been able, upon the maturest reflection, to- pre- 
sent for the eensideration of the Legislature, any well-digested plan 
for its future success or iniprovement. ‘The growing wealth, and 
increasing population of our" State, and. the injunction of the cone. 
- stitution, that “Schoóls.aud the means of education shall forever 

be encouraged in this State,” induces me to suggést to-the Legis- 
lature the propriety of providing, by law, for the appointment of a 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction, whose duty it shall be 
to traverse the State- and collect all information on this subject, 
-and devise and report a plan for a general system of common 
schools, adapted to the wants, the interests and the necessities. of 
the State. This I-consider essential to the proper commencement 
and future success of any system that may be adopted. The mind 
of the State, and the “soil of the State, should be cultivated and 
developed. There is no . increase of wealth without production— 
no increase. of knowledge without the cultivation of mind. 

For the preservation of the public health, and to guard, if possi- 
be, against the terrors and dangers of the pestilence. which has 
* recently commenced its alarming visitations to our State, [ recom- 
mend to the-Legiélature, to provide by law, for the appointment of 
a süitable person, learned in.the science of medicine, and the na- 
ture and causes of disease, to act singly or in conjunction with 
others, appointed by other States, to inquire into the causes which 
produce this-afflicting scourge, and the means by whieh it may be 
prevented, if possible, from coming within our limits. 

For the greater security, of the public buildings against fire, and 
the heaith of the city of Jackson, where the public officers are re- 
quired to reside, owiug to the great scarcity of water in the dry 
months of the summer and fall, I recommend the boring, by the 
State, of an Artesian Well, on some of the public grounds near 
the Capital, or Executive Mansion, suitable for that purpose. 

l transmit, herewith, resolutions from the States of Conn., R. 
Island, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, and Pennsylvania, some on 
` the subject of slavery, and some on other questions. To those from 
the State of Maine, I ask the especial attention of the Legislature. 
They are embodied concisely-in the. instructions of the Maine Le- 
gislature to their Senators and Representatives, to use all practt- 
cable means to secure „their passage in Congress, and are be- 
lieved to be the sentiment cherished by the large majority of the 
members in that body, from thé Northern states, which at present 
prevents the organization of the House of Representatives, on 
aceotint of their hostility to the South on the slavery: question. 

They are, First---An act repealing all laws of the United 
States authorizing slavery in the District of Columbia.” - 
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*Second—An act repeal ing the statute of 1850, dio as the 
Fugitive Slave Law.” 

“Third—An act forever prohibiting slavery or enar sere, 
vitude, except for crime, within the territories of the United 
States.” 

*Lastly—That their Senators in Congress be steet and' 
Representatives requested, at all times hereafter, most strenuously 
to oppose, in every justifiable way, the admission of any hew State 
into the- Union, except upon the condition to be embraced in the 
act of admission that slavery or involuntarily servitude, excepting 
that for crime, of which the accused shall have been duly proved 
guilty, shall be forever prohibited therein.” 

They denounce also the repeal of the Missouri Compr omise, by 
which they say slavery was forever prohibited in the territory 
north of the parallel of 36 deg. 30 min., as an unjustifiable viola. 
tion of a solemn compact and a flagrant breach of faith. And 
direct that a copy of these Resoltes shall be forwarded to the Gov- 
ernoc of each State, to be laid before the Legislature thereof, 

Objectionable as these resolutions are, Ihave had no hesitation 
as to the course to be pursued with (hem. .'They were the sover- 
eigh voice of the State, expressed through her Legislature, and 
whether faction or fanaticism had temporarily the control, were for 
the time being, to be considered as her sovereign will: It is hoped 
they were not the voice, truly represented, of- her people, and it is 
believed that a better sentiment has control of her counsels now. 
But it was my duty to present them to the Legislature, and let the 
sovereign voice of Maine be met by the sovereign voice of Mis- 
sissippi. 

Upon the questions embraced in these resolutions, Mississippi 
“has taken her position. Not hastily, but calmly-—deliberately, .- It 
is embodied in her action in convention in 1851. When after the 
most grave consideration of the subject, she declared in reference 
to what were termed the “Measures of Compromise,” and in con. 
section with them the rejection by Congress of the proposition to 
exclude slavery from the territories, and to abolish it in the District 
of Columbia,—that while she did not entirely approve, she would 
abide hy them as a permancnt adjustment of a sectional controver- 
sy. She atthe same time declared that she held the Union secon- 
dary to the rights and principles it was designed to perpetuate, 
and that violations of her rights might occur which would amount 
to intolerable oppression, and justify a resort to measures of resis- 
tance, amongst which she enumerated the following: 

Ist. The interference by Congressional Legislation with the In- 
stitution of Slavery in the States. 

2d. Interference with the trdde in slaves between the States. 

3d. Any action of. Congress on the subject of Slavery in the 
District of Columbia or in places subject to the jurisdiction of

ath. The refusal by Congress tò admit a new State iuto the 
Union on thé £routid of. her. tolerating - slavery within her limites .

6th. Resolved, further, That, iy the opinion of this Cónvention; 
the people, in the recent elections, have been governed by aniabid, 
ing confidence. that the said adjustment measures of Congress 
would be entorced in good faith in every section of the land. — ` 

These resolutions of Maine are in direct conflict with the position 
of Mississippi, and if her voice could control the legislation of Con- 
gress at the present session, or a corresponding sentiment of the 
North could do so, the issue -with Mississippi, standing upon her 
Constitutional rights, would be fairly made. — Ít is not supposed our 
State will depart from her position. If there are. any who desire 
her to do so, they have as yet given no. expression to their opinion. 
It is well-known that I was one of those who, at the time this po- 
sition was taken, was in favor of having our Constitutional rights 
more definitely settled, and the .controversey between, the - North 
‘and the, South forever ended; not by a. dissolution -af the Union; 
-but within the Union, and Ges the Constitution. - But? aequiesc- 

ed in tlie voice of the State, and stand firmly by it. Every Missis- 
sippitn. docs the-same. The time for discussion on this subject 
among ourselves has passed. away. We became one in sentiment 
in acquiescence in the action of the Convention of 1851, and: ‘we 
wil bo ene in action when ity issues are met. I, therefore, reéom- 
mend to the Legislature, in response to the Resolutions of Maine, 
to return. Leo her Resolutions - unanimously re-affirming the position 
of Mississippi, with a calm, temperate and dignified exposition of 
our rights, and our determination to maintain them, al ail hazards. 
If then, Maine and our Northern sisters, shall make fhe issue of 
the Union with us upon the Constitution, the responsibility.will'be 
with them, and the right with us, whatever may. be-the result. 

' The difficulties. Io. the Territory of Kansas lave produced much 
excitement iu the country, and awakened 4 feeling of deep interest - 
among the people of the ‘Southern States. F ully f impresséd with the 
importance of securing that Territory to: our interests, and for the 
extension of our institutions, after thé most niature reflection, 1 have 
net been able to see how the State, in her sovereign capacity, can 
take measures. to effect that objèct... Yet I'am ready. to co-operate 
with-the Legislature, in any Constitutional: measure: which their 
wisdom may: suggest, or.their better _judgment devise to Secure SO 
desirable and important a result, Were it in the sphere « of my duty . 
to address the people on this. subject, E would make every appeal 
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to them which could arouse their sympathies or their interests to 
encourage the spirit, and aid the progress of emigration to that Ter- 
ritory. ‘The people of the South have it in their power tó secure 
it, and they have only to make the effort, to do it Numbers-may 
come there from the free States, but.tlie Southern emigrants can 
control it, not by force, but: by the irresistable- energy of heit" de. 
termination and their will. If this Territory is lost to the South, 
lit will be the fault of our own people. ' | E 
My duty is performed. My earnest hope is, that your action may 

e harmonious, and that, under the guidance of Providence, it may 
result to the best interests of the State and our common country.

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REPORT 
Of the Surecy of the Gulf and Ship Island: Railroad. 


Executive Orrice, April 6th 1854. 


Sir :— lu pursuance of the 5th Sec. of an act of the Mississippi 
Legislature, entitled an “act to aid in the construction of the New

port ou the location of the “Gulf and Ship Island Raílroad; ? made

Ag soon as possible after the receipt of your letter of instructions, 
i commenced operations, with a view of carrying them into effect, 
and I am happy to state that the work has been now completed to 
entize satisfaction, and I Lope this, the report. with the accompany- 
ing plans, sections &c., will shew to all true friends of the enter- 
prise, that the work has been executed in a style heyond cavil. 1 
make this remark, because I regret to see that their judgment has 
been to some extent forestalled, atid my work cotidemued in ad- 
vance, by some who wished “not wisely but too well,” that a differ. 
ent line should have been adopted from that which theory and .ex- 
perience alike point out as most suitable for the location of a-Rail- 
road. 

The selection of the Southern terminus of our work is entrusted 

with certain restrictions to the commissioners appointed for that 
and ciber purposes, 

The Northern terminus is to be decided by. ascertaining “that 
point tor connection with the “New Orleans, Jackson, and Great 
Northern Railroad,” or with the Southern Railroad, which will 
“hest promote the interests of the State of Mississippi, and the in- 

tereats of the Stockholders in said Railroad Company,” and with 
ihis view your instructions suggest Jackson, Canton and Brandon ' 
for spceial consiVeration. The selection of this point is left. to the 
discretion of the Engineer, in the exercise of which, Í have deter- 
mined upon Jackson as the terminus best suited to promote the 
objects of the enterprise, for reasons which J will proceed to ex- 
bibit, 

The “Gulf and Ship island Railroad” is projected on the ground 
- that a scaport may be established on the Gulf coast within the

"This ridge is high and tortious, “and broken 
op its Western slope by secondary ridges—nearly or quite as high

The selection of'a point at which to ascend to or cross the main 
ridge, may be rightly considered as the sole ¡roblem of the Joca- 
tion, for the necessity of leaving the valley of the Pearl and“ cross: 

ing this ridge, is the only obstacle to the construction of a first-class 
road. i 

This problem resolves itself generally into a choice between 
three lines, one which shall ascend the ridge at the nearest:póssible 
point, another which shall pursue the valley of the Pearl as far as 
its direction will permit, and a third, intermediate betwter these 
two. To adopt the first will be to increase the obstacles by ascend- 
ing to an elevation greater than: necessary—with gradients ‘of 
greater acclivity and at à greater cost than would he “required. on 
the valley line.. The aligninent also would be unfavorable,.as re- 
quiring a greater amount “of curvature., To adopt the intermediate 
line would he to multiply the obstacles, by ascending and descend. 
ing again the high secondary ridge before méntioned. I have 
therefore adopted the valley line, as combining to the greatest, de- 
gree, the requisites of a first class road. 

The Valley of the Pearl, from Jackson to a point some distance 
South of the town of Columbia, where it bends to the South-West, 
is very favorable to the general direction of the road, affording large 
scopes of level country, which tends. greatly to reduce the average 
cost, and relieving us frem the necessity of adopting gradients of 
a greater acclivity “than 21 feet per mile. I accordingly commented 
may survey by connecting with the New Orleans and Jackson ‘road 
about seven miles south of Jackson, by which we may make so 
much of their road availabie for our purposes according to the 8th 
section of the charter granted te that company by the Legislature 
of Mississippi. Thence, our line runs southward, crossing the 
river 13 milés below, at a limestone formation, the most favorable 
point I have observed for the location of a bridge. Atier this, it will 
be observed that the line of survey, at many. points varies sofhe dis. 
tance to the east from the located line. “The reason of this i is that 
knowing the river line to be a sure one, it was expedient to find 
out how far we might depart from jt, and to ascertain by the chain 
and level, those unerring guides of the Engineer, the exact nature 
of the obstacles to be encountered in. leaving the valley. 'These in- 
form me thet my judgment, formed on the reconnoisance was correct 
—indeed that the difficulties were even greafer than I had antici- 
pated. Accordingly the location follows | the general course of~the 
valley, until we approach “ Pope’s Mill Creek,” nearly ninety 
miles below our initial point. Thence passing up the basin of this 
creek, and falling upon the head waters of “Bolo Chitto," we cross 
the main ridge, and descend to the valley of “Wolf River,” , which 
is so admirably adapted to our purpose, that it almost seems to 
have been designed by. nature as the route for a Railroad to the 
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` Thus it would appear that-thé most direct line may not be prac- 
tically the shortest—for.in comparing distances they must be equat. 
ed, as it is térmed, according to the principle laid down, by: com. 
Parison with a level,-in order to arrive at their true practical-differ- ` 
enee, In this view, I have no hesitation in asserting that the 
_ adopted line is. practically, the shortest possible distance between 
the. terminus, 2nd unquestionably the cheapest.”. If we leave: the 
valley of the Pearl, we must adopt gradients of “hot less.than forty 
faet per mile to cross its tributary vallies and their dividing ridges. 
phese gradients, too, must be distributed here and there to meet the 
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rerurring obstacles. - Now the- maximuin gradient . deteimines the 
character of a road—that i is, a train passing aver'ils;entiie length 
must be loaded for this gradient.  "Fhis may be obviated’ toà great 
extent when the maximum gradients can be ‘concentratéd at one 
point--at which assistant engines may be eiuplyed to aid the 
freight trains in passing over them. "In the valley iine, our inaxi- 
mum gradient, as before stated, is twenty,one feet per tiiile, butif 
for tlie sake of economy it should be.deemed expedient to Increase 
it in crossing the summit—we Can avail curselves of the aid of as- 
Bistant en sines-—the heavy grades being àll concentrated at óne 
point. T his route also affords the best alignment, —-that is, the 
longest, straightest lines, connected by tangent éurves ofthe greatést 
radices. As our Curves are not required to. fit the line immediately 
to the ground, they may be regarded simply i as deflectións to reach 
distant 4 guide points, and therefore their radi are only limited by the 
fancy of the Engineer. It thus appears that this route affords the 
greatest facilities for thé construction . of a first-class road, and I 
would respectfully submit, that for this reason, in additión to others 
before stated, Jackson should be adopted as the northern terminus 
of the road. To adopt Canton as the terminus would itivolve a 
consitlerable addition to the length of the road without correspond- 
ing advantages. Brandon is equally out of the question, for we 
should thereby subject the whole northern trade to the tax of. pass- 
ing over the Brandon road, with its heavy grades, aad out of the 
course of its destination. Should the scheme possess inherent en- 
ergies. suflicient to struggle successfully against this disadvantage, 
the result would be that in a short time, another line would be con- 
structed to obviate it. Of this, we have numerous examples i in the 
older, States, where the system of internal improvement is. in an ad- 
vanced stage, and we should not neglect to profit by their example, 

If my reasoning be correct in regard to the route, I can, only 
add that it would be a solecism in railway location to divert a main 
trunk line from ite, true course, for sake’ of accommodating a com- 
paroni «mall local basiness. In conclusion I will state that my 
judgment kas been entirely approved and confirmed by Mr. W. G. 
Hazlehw st, now Chief Engincer of the New Orleans and Jack- 
son Road. of whose services F ax railed myself as consulting engin- 
eer, and whein I regard in questions of location, as the ‘best au- 
thority in lie southwestern States, ` 

There is another point to which I intend to advert. ` It has been 
suggested that as the New Orleans road is already in the course 
of construction on the western side of the Pearl, it would be: ad. 
vantageou= to locate our line more tó the east, * \ccommodate 
other sections of the State. But bearing in minc . at the success 
of the enterprise depends on the establishment and maintenance 
of a seaport en the Gulf, it must be observed that the further our 
line is thrown to the east, so much more of the country on the 
west, is rendered tributary to New Orleans: Once established, 
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your seaport and the road will be a barrier against all trade pro- 
ceeding from the east to any market west of it. |

Say $3,000,000, and this will give a first class road in running 
order—furnished and equipped to do a large business. 

In calculating the masonry, 1 have only provided for these points 
when it may be considered unavoidable. The line of the road be- 
ing at present very inaccessible and transportation consequently 
very expensive, it would be cheaper to the Company to erect tem- 
porary structures at first, which may last five or six years, and sub- 
stitute permanent ones afterwards—when the road is in operation 
to convey the necessary materials. 

It did not fall within the scope of my duties to make any 'exam- 
ination of the coast, to ascertain the practicability of establishing 
a safe harbor. To do this properly, would require a careful and 
elaborate hydrographic survey, which would exhibit accurately, the 
advantages offered by nature—the extent to which they might be 
improved by art—and the cost of constructing the necessary works. 
Suppose then it should be ascertained that a safe harbor could be 
afforded to vessels of equal tonnage with those which now trade 
to New Orleans. The Gulf Port being exempt from the river nav. 
igation, it is evident that for facility of access there would be no 
comparison between the two, and as Mississippi City, for example, 
is twenty-four miles nearer to Jackson than the City of New Or. 
leans, we might surely expect to come in for a considerable share 
of the trade east of the Mississippi River. Now the real estate | 
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in New Orleans is valued at about $80,000,000. Might we not 
then reasonably expect that with-the advantages offered by a port 
on the Gulf, the real estate of the City which would necessarily, 
spring up—would amount, in the course of not many years to 
$30,000,000. This appears to me to be a low estimate, and in 
addition to the aid which might be confidently expected of the Gen- 
eral Government in such a case—$10,000,000 might be well in. 
vested by the state to produce the result alone, without calculating 
ihe immense appreciation in the value of real estate which must 
ensue throughout the entire limits. 

Allow me in conclusion to express my hopes that the rosii of 
my labors, as exhibited in the plans, sections, &c., may meet with 
your entire approbation, and to subscribe myself,

January, 1856. 
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Document G, exhibits the personal property of 1855, except 
those counties from which assessments have not been received, and 
are left blank in the statement. . 

Document H, exhibits the linen: on account of the Au- 
ditor’s Contingent Fund. By reference to this statement, it will 
be observed that it exceeds the amount allowed that fund, by law. 
The explanation of this, is, that several contracts were necessarily 
made by my predecessor, such as stationary, &c., for the last Leg- 
islature, which have been paid by warrant on ‘that fund, since d 
came into office. 

The several documents herewith annexed, I have endeavored to 
make full and complete, and by reference to them, any item of re- 
ceipt or expenditure will be explained. 

From the statements of the State Tax assessed for the year 1853 
and 1854, and the amounts collected, compared with the expendi- 
tures, it will be seen that the present rate of taxation is sufficient 
to meet the ordinary expenses of the Government. If the present 
Legislature determine to change the present revenue law, the ac- 
companying documents will furnish data upon which they can pre- 
dicate their action. 

It will be observed that the disbursements on account of the Ju- 
diciary are extraordinarily large. This is owing to the fact that 
the act approveed Oct. 14, 1854, making special venire jurors payá- 
ble out of the State ‘Treasury, and the act approved March 2, 1854, 
making jurors on inquest, also, payable out of the State Treasury. 
These jurors were either previous to these acts paid by the respec- 
tive counties or not paid at all. 

Several of the assessors of 1854 have not received their commis- 
sons for assessing, owing toa failure on their part to make out 
their rolls and file them in tle Probate Clerk’s office, on or before 
the first Monday in September, as required by law, and unless this 
requirement was complied with, in the opinion of the Attorney 
General, 1 could not issue warrants for their commissions. ‘Their 
claims have consequently been suspended. But inasmuch as their 
rolls have been received, and made the basis of settlement of the 
revenue, 1 submit to your honorable body, if it would not be just to 
authorise the Auditor to issue watrants in payment of these com- 
missions. 

As instructed by “an act to aid in the construction of the New 
Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad, and for other pur- 
poses,” approved March Ist, 1854, I have credited the Internal Im. 
provement Fund with all the moneys rightfully belonging to said - 
Fund, and refer to Document I, showing the receipts and disburse- 
ments on accout of said Fund. 

My books and accounts are ready for the inspection of your com- 
mittee.

io express a positive opinion; but the fact that the present State 
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Commissioner was re-appointed by the present Executive, aud. has 
held the office for about six years during three several administra- 
tions without censure so far as your committee are informed, leads 
to the inference.that Col. Josselyn has discharged his duties with 
fidelity, and ro the satisfaction of those who appointed him. | , 

The committee find that there is a considerable amount belong: 
ing to the funds committed, tothe care of the State Commissioner, 
not yet collected, that is considered well secured, and a considera- 
ble amount of land belonging to the sinking fund, that ought to be 
examined, valued and sold at as early a day as practicable.

Maria Cleaver, 
and used as a Female Seminary, on which, as shown by their re- 
port, there is yet due Mrs, Cleaver, the sum of fifieen hundred dol- 
lars, exclusive of interest. The main building is large and com- 
modious, and well adapted to the purpose for which it was purchas- 
ed, and the committee believe that this property was purchased at 
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a very low price, and much less than it cost. «here is on the pre- 
mises a brick kitchen, a wood house, a neat office, with two rooms, 


andtwo good cisterns. Some improvements and repairs, liowever, . 


are indispensable. Many of the windows are without blinds or 
curtains, and of course unprotected from storms and the rays of 
the sun. A number of the brick pillars underthe south side of the 
building, are giving way, on account of the foundation on one side 
having been imprudently taken away. These must be rebuilt 
speedily, or the building will be much injured. Some additional 
furniture, such as chairs, tables, table ware, bedding. &e., are 
needed, aud the northern and western square of the fence are in a 
state of dilapidation, and should be rebuilt during the present year. 

The cisterns are also uncovered. These your committee think 
ought to be covered, and a store room and dairy connected with one 
of them. 

It is ascertained that the standing annual appropriation of $2000 
is barely sufficient to deftay the expenses of the Institution, or at 
most, insufficient to meet those expenses, and pay a teacher and 
matron; and it is difficult to obtain a competent teacher to instruct 
mutes. Such a teacher, the commissioners believe, cannot be ob- 
tained for less than from one thousand totwelve hundred dollars per 
annum. 

The labors of the matron are numerons and responsible, and 
your committee believe the compensation of $300, heretofore paid 
to the excellent lady, (Mrs. French.) who now fills that important 
position, is far below what she merits. Almost any accomplished 
and well educated lady, can make from five hundred to one thousand 
dollars per annum, by teaching a female school, and surely, none 
but those who are intelligent, industrious and accomplished, should 
have the care of our daughteis, even if they should be mutes. Your 
committee, therefore, think that the salary of the matran should be 
at least $500 per annum. By a careful estimate, your committee 
have ascertained that it will require about $3000, in addition to the 
present annual standing appropriation, to sustain the institution, 
and make the necessary improvements and repairs. Your com- 
mittee will further state, that they have also visited and examined 
carefully the Institution for the Blind, and were delighted with the 
proficiency of several of th- students, in reading, arithmetic, and 
music. ‘Phe main building, bat recently constructed, is large, and 
admirably arranged for the parpose intended by the Legislature ; 
but the appropriation of the last session was insufficient to finish 
and furnish it. Indeed, it is almost entirely destitute of the neces- 
sary furniture. Bedding, chairs, tables, table ware, wardrobes or 
bureaux, and kitchen furniture, are much needed. The windows 
are much exposed, having neither blinds nor curtains, and they also 
need a work shop, in which to manufacture such articles as expe- 
rience has shown blind persons are capable of producing. By a 
report showing the eondition of numerous institutions for the blind 
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in-Europe, to which your committee have had access, the fact is 
clearly established, that by proper instructions, thé blind may not 
only cease.being a public charge, but may become useful members 

of society. The Blind Asylum of Liverpool, with 101 students, 

by shop work, not only defrayed the expenses of the Institution, but. 
made in one year, $813 over. The Glasgow Institution, having 105" 
pupils, producing “in one year manufactures to the value of $22,- 

488, out of which $5000 were paid them for wages. 

The Edinburgh Institution, with 81 pupils, manufactured in one 
year, articles which were sold for" about $14,475, out of which 
were paid to, them as waghs, $7,770. Similar results are shown 
in reference to numerous other institutions of a like character, too 
tedious to mention in this report, from allof which, your committee 
coneluded, that this indispensable branch vf, education of ‘the blind, 
should not be neglected. 

Experience has also shown, that the sense of hearing is pe- 
culiarly acute and delicate, with the blind. hence they acquire a 
knowledge of music, with astonishing rapidity. Three little blind 
sisters, the youngest of which is only 8 or 10 years of age, and re- 
cently inmates of our institution, and who belong to the class of in- ` 
digent blind, your committee are informed are giving public con- 
certs, and obtaining a very large patronage. By becoming masters 
of this divine art, many of the uutortanate heings, instead of being: 
doonted ‘through life to poverty, awakening everywhere the sadden- 
ed sympathy of a generous philanthropy, may not only sustain them- 
selves, but be placed on the high road to opulence and happiness. 

Your committee, therefore, recommend that the Institution be 
furnished with a piano, one or two guitars, one or two violins, and. 
such other musical instruments as the trustees may deem necessary. 

As the commissioners have very laborious and responsible duties 
to perform, without any compensation, your committee believe that 
it is expedient to have two boards of ‘trustees, one for euch institu- 
tion, and they therefore suggest that the present commissioners 
hereafter, shall be the trustees of the Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, and that the Governor be authorized to appoint three other 
discreet persons, to act as trustees for -the Institution of the Blind. 
In the opinion of your committee, the commissioners have been 
controlled by a wise and judicious economy in the use of the public 
funds, heretofore committed, to their charge,-and they feel it due to 
those gentlemen to state, that they are surprised that so much has 
been accomplished, with so small an amount of means. After a 
careful estimate, your committee are of opinion, that for the purposes 
above mentioned, a sum-of about $2,500, during the present year, 
will-be required, in addition to the present standing annual appro- 
priation, and they think that after the year 1856, the standing an- 
nual appropriation should be $8000. Your committee, therefore, 
heg leave to report a bill providing (or the purposes mentioned in 
this report; all of which is respectfully submitted. `

"The Board of Police on the second Monday-in April, in each 
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year, shall examine the list so returned, and shall by order, entered 

on their minutes, direct the Clerk of the Probate Court to certify 

a literal and exact copy of the same to the Auditor of Public Ac- 

counts, within ten days after such examination; and to post a like 

copy at the Court House door of his county.

Your committee have examined said institution and were much 
pléased with the order and arrangement of everything connected 
with it, Too much praise cannot be given to thé worthy superin- 
tendent and other officers, for the neat, cleanly and orderly arrange- 


ment of the apartments assigned to its unfortunate inmates, but time | 


will not permit your committee to extend this report, so far as to 
mention all, that under other circumstances, they would consider as 
their duty, in commendation of those who have the superintendance 
and management of the institution.  . 

There are outstanding debts due from the Asylum amounting to 
about $7,000. There is also needed a stable, a house for servants, 
and a cottage for the residence of the engineer and his family. 
These will probably cost three or four thousand dollars more ; and 
it has been suggested by the superintendent, to your committee, 
that unless the present law, under Which the expenses of the pauper 
and indigent insane, are imposed on the State, is changed, it will 
require about $25,000- per annum to sustain the institution, exclu- 
sive of the debt now remaining unpaid. But ifthe law Be so éhang- 
ed as to impose those expenses on the counties, he thinks that 
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about half the sum now required, or $12,000 may be sufficient for. 
the present, and that in a few years thé institution may be able to 
sustain itself. Assuming, then that the legislature will change the - 
law as suggested, and that the expenses of the institution proper, 

will be for the present year $12,000, and that the:stable, servants’ 

house and cottage for the engineer will cost $4,090, the nécessary

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South, that Kansas should become a slaveholding State ; and there» 
fore, we recommend to the peoplê of this State, to take early and 
&ctive measures to encourage emigration to that territory, and by 
all lawful and proper means to strengthen the hands of the friends 
ofsouthern institutions therein. 

The Senate has also unanimously adopted the following preamble 
and joint resolution, and request the concurrence of the bouse 
therein. 

Whereas, communications on the subject of slavery, and the 
powers and policy of the Federal government, in rclation thereto, 
are from time to time, addressed to the Executive of this State by 
the Legislative and Executive authorities of other States, in which 
slavery is not recognized by law, containing seditious and treason- 
able sentiments, evincing a contemptuous disregard uf the sacred 
guarantees of the constitution, and evidently dictated by a blind 
and reckless fanaticism. 

And, whereas, The language in which these communications are 
usually couched, is violent, denunciatory and insulting to the slave- 
holding State, and manifest a hostile temper altogether incompati- 
ble with the kind spirit of friendship and good neighborhood, which 
ought to'charac'erize the intercourse between sovereign states, al- 
lied by bonds of political union. 

And, whereas, We can recognize no right in the pe-pie of the 
non-slaveholding States to interfere in any manner with the ?nstitu- 
tion of slavery where it exists in the Union, either by any form of 
active hostility or by pharisaical lectures upon the abstract wisdom 
or morality of the established relation of master and servant. 

And, whereas, While the State of Mississippi is destroys to 
maintain and cultivate the most intimate and friendly relations with, 
all her sister states, and to receive aud consider with respectful at- 
tention all communicatious from them on subjects properly cóncern- 
ing the common weal; she is, nevertheless, unwilling to listen to 
the ravings of phrensied fanaticism or the ebulitions of malignant 
slander, and eannot permit the ordinary comity of international in- 
tercourse to be prostituted to the purpose of casting premeditated 
insolence and insults upon her citizens, therefore, A 

Be it resolved by the Legisla:ure of the State of Mississippi, That 
the Governor be requested to return to the Executives ofthe States 
of Maine and Vermont, the resolutions received from those States 
respectively, and communicated to this body in his annual message, 
and in his special message of the 28th of January, and that he re- 
turn all communications of a like character to the source from which 
they may come, and that he transmit therewith a copy of this rego-

We, the undersigned members ofthe House of Representatives, 
respectfully ask that the following protest, against the action of a 
majority of the members of this legislature, in reference to the fail- 
ure at the present session fo pass a bill to apportion the representa- 
tion iu this State, be spread upon the journal of the House. 

The constitution requires that an enumeration of the free white 
inhabitants of this State shall be made at periods of not less than 
four nor more than eight years, and that the legislature shall appor- 
tion the representation of the State, among the several counties and 
senatorial districts, to be created by law, according to the free 
white inhabitants in each, as shown by such enumeration. 

The only exception to this requirement is a proviso, * that each 
county shall, at least have one Representative.’ This require- 
ment, the undersigned consider imperative, and although it was the 
duty of the last Legislature to have «made said apportionment, 
founded on the enumeration taken in 1853, yet as they did not dis. 
charge that duty we consider it not less imperative on us than it was 
on them. So long as a portion of the period remains, during 
which, under the constitution, any required apportioument should 
continue, the undersigned believe the obligations of the constitution 
to make such apportionment, continue in full force, and cannot be 
neglected, without a disregard of those obligations. 

The requirements of the constitution above alluded to, look to 
the organization of the Legislature, and specifically direct the mode 
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and manner of such organization, and we insist that any, organiza- 
tion inconsistent with said requirements is m contravention “of that 
instrument, and is, therefore, an unconstitutional legislature. 

The refusal of the preseut legislature to pass an apportionment 
bill, leaves the act of 1256, passed ten years ago, asthe only author- 
ity for the organization of the legislature ; and if the period re- 
quired for a new apportionment and new or ganization, as required 
by the constitution, shall eapire, during which by the constitution 
such apportionment and organization are required to be made, any 
assemblage of representatives of the people, thereafter, for the pur- 
poses ot legislation, we are apprehensive. will be an unlawful and 
unconstitutional assembly. 

"he undersigne di therefore. protest against the action of the 
present lenisfanue, i in refusing to pass au apportionment bill, be- 
lieviug that the solemn and imperative demands of the constitution 
have been disregarded, and they also protest against the flagrant 
injustice. which is therehy inflicted on a large majority of the peo- 
ple of this State. by which in tlie legislature they ave deprived of 
that right. in. its councils to which justice. equity aud the constitu- 
tion entitie them ni by which a minority control and govern the 
majotity, iu violation ofa cardinal and fundamental principle uf our 
government.

EXECUTIVE Orrice,

To the House of. Representatives : 


I return to the House of Representatives, in which it originated, 
a bill to be entitled an act tor the benefit of the Lunatic Asylum& 

This bill is fur the purpose of sustaining the Asylum, and how- 
ever much I favor its objects, and however willingly I would give 
to it my approval, if it went only to that single purpose ; but it con- 
tains a provision reflecting upon myself, and the officers of the of- 
fices of the "Treasury and Auditor of Public Accounts, for having 
come forward to sustain the Institution, when, but for our interpo- 
sition, it must have been abandoned. In my annual message to 
the Legislature, I said: “The sum of ten thousand dollars per an- 
num was appropriated at the last session, to pay the quarterly ex- 
penses of the Institution. This being exhausted, upon the repre- 
sentation of the Trustees and Physician, that the Institution would 
necessarily have to be abandoned, without iurther means, and the 
inmates turned out, I gave my approval to the Auditor of Public 
Accounts and "Treasurer, in advancing to the Ínstitution, from the 
Treasury, ten thousand dollars, necessary to its existence, on the 
Trustees filing their bond to indemnify the State for its return, if 
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not sanctioned by the Legislature. Necessity required it, and É 
recommended the appropriation by the Legislature, for this sum so 
advanced to the Institution. The Asylum isan honor to the State. 
It is on a scale of magnificence, and convenience, and comfort, for 
its unfortunate inmates, unsurpassed by any similar Institution in 
the United States. It is a monument to the noble impulses of the 
great heart of humanity, which swells within the bosom of our 
people. I commended the suggestion in the report of the Trustees 
and Medical Superintendent, to the careful consideration of the 
Legislature, and recommended that ample appropriations be made 
for the support and maintenance of the Institution." 

It cannot be supposed from this, that either myself or the Audi- 
tor and Treasurer, favor the withdrawal of money from the Treas- 
ury, without appropriation by law. Yet, the third section of this 
bill, while it cancels the bond of the 'l'rustees, referred to, con- 
cludes by saying: “but nothing herein, shall be construed into an 
approval of the withdrawal of money from the Treasury, without 
appropriation by law." 

This can be construed in no other way, than as a disapproval of 
the act, by which, from absolute necessity, we sustained the Asy- 
lum and prevented its abandonment, and the turning out of its in- 
mates, when there was no other hope for its existence. Because, 
if it refers to the withdrawal of money generally from the Treas- 
ury, it has no meaning and no application-to any thing connected 
with this bill. e 

It is perfectly competent for the Legislature to pass this bill, with 
this provision in it, and if it be their opinion expressed in refer- 
ence to this act, I have no complaint to make. 

But it certainly could not be expected that I should approve it. 
My own self-respect, as well as that for the Auditor and "Treasury, 
who I hold in equal esteem with myself, and the respect which É 
owe to my own position, as Chief Executive of the State, prevent 
me from giving my approval to an act of the Legislature, disap- 
proving my own action. I, therefore, withhold my signature to the 
bill, and return it, with my objections, regretting that it only reach- 
ed my hànds at this late hour.

Whereupon the Speaker delivered a feeling and appropriate ad- 
dress to the House. > 

And at its close, declared the House adjourned until the first 
Monday in December next.

To His Excellency, John J. McRae, 
. Governor of the State of Mississippi : 


Srr: In accordance with law, it is made our duty to report to 
your Excellency, the situation and condition of the Penitentiary at 
_ the close of each fiscal year. 

- The report of the Superintendent for the year just closed, which 
we herewith transmit to you, is so full and comprehensive, that we. 
deem it unnecessary to add but a very few suggestions. 

The subjects alluded to by the Superintendent and his remarks, 
meet with our concurrence, and his recommendations are urged 
upon your consideration, and it is to be hoped will be sanctioned 
by the Legislature about to convene. 

The Superintendent has remained firmly at his post during the 
trying time of the past fall, and although he was himself taken 
sick with the prevailing epidemic, he at no time in any way neg- 
lected his duties, but has continued to perform thein with fidelity 

and ability. His Sergeant, Mr. Harrell, and many of the Guard, 
were also attacked, as well as some of the convicts. The exis. 
tence of this disease in the prison has very much interrupted the 
course of trade, and been a serious injury to the financial depart- 
ment, many persons having been afraid to come to the prison dur- 
ing the prevalence of the diséade to make purchases, and also 
afraid to order goods during such times. The consequence has 
been that receipts from the sales of manufactured articles have 
materially fallen off this year. Many compldints were justly made 
at the manner in which the goods were manufactured during the 
years of 1852 and 1853,—they were too light for the trade,—the 
machinery was found to be very much worn and out of repair, and 
it was thought most advisable to stop operations for a few months, 
in order to repair the same. This caused a heavy loss. ‘Manysof 
the looms have remained idle, and are still so, for want cf hands 
to work them, our hands being very much diminished, caused prin- 
cipally by the failure to hold the regular courts in the counties of 
Hinds, Warren, Adams, Yazoo and Madison, a * 
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The expenditures of the past year have been unusually large 
—the high price of provision, the long drought, and the prevalence 
of an epidemic, have been the causes. We were obliged to haul 
water from Pearl river, about six months of the year, at an aver- 
age cost of twelve dollars per dày. This very heavy expense was 
unavoidable. —_ ^ 

The Board, early in the Spring (seeing the importance of the 
subject, and the difficulty likely to arise in the future,) authorized 
the Superintendent to proceed to New Orleans, and procure a suit- 
able person to bore an Artesian Well in the prison yard. Mr. 
Read, a man of the highest recommendations was employed. He 
came here, surveyed the ground, and gave itas his opinion that 
water could be found suflicient for all purposes, at a depth of five 
or six hundred feet. Mr. Crow, his partner, commenced the work 
and proceeded without trouble to bore for one week, when he was 
obliged to leave in consequence of the death of Mr. Read.” He 
has not yet returned, but we trust in a short time to have the work 
under way again and speedily completed, We esteem it the most 
important of allimprovements that have ever been suggested at 
this Institution, The cost may be considerable, but we have reason ' 
to believe that it will not exceed the amount which is annually ex- 
pended for hauling water to supply the Engine alone. 

The Legislature some time since, directed that a Hospital should 
be erected within the prison yard. Mr. Swann, in his report, 
stated that the work would be soon commenced—but this Board 
after mature reflection, thought it best to postpone the matter until 
it should be determined what would be best to do with the front 
prison building, now so rapidly going to decay that it is believed 
to be dangerous, and will, we think, soon have to be taken down. 
It has been thought that it would be most adviseable to build the 
contemplated Hospital in conjunction with the front house, and for 
this reason the work has not been commenced. It is expected that” 
the Legislature will take immediate action in this matter, ` 

The Rev. Mr. Lane resigned the office of Chaplaih in Septem. 
ber last, and the Rev. Mr. Corbyn was elected to fill the place. 
Mr. C. had scarcely entered upon the duties of his office, when he 
was taken sick with the yellow fever, and we regret to say that he 
fell a victim to that disease, He was a good and useful man, and 
eminently qualified for Chaplain. The vacancy has not yet been 
filled. 

There is one additional subject which the Inspectors deem im- 
portant to be brought to the attention of the Legislature. We 
allude tó the defects in the law governing the election and tenure 
of the officers of the prison. ‘The present Superintendent was 
elected on the 13th of January, 1854, for the period of two years, 
gave his bond, and was qualified to enter upon the duties of his 
office shortly thereafter. Upon applying for the same, he was in- 
formed by Mr. Swann, the then Incumbent, that he claimed to hold 
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the office until the following October, under an election by the 
called session of the Legislature. Thus situated, the contending 
parties to avoid litigation, agreed to submit the question to the ar- 
bitration of the Supreme Judges at Chambers, who decided that 
under the law regulating the election of officers of this Institution, 
Mr. Swann was entitled to hold the office until the 15th of Octo- 
ber,and he accordingly done so. Mr, Russell will have held the 
office but fifteen months when the Legislature convenes which is 
to elect his successor. If he is to remain two years in office, as 
all former Superintendents have done under the present law, his 
successor cannot enter upon his duties until nine months after his 
election. This course, it will be seen, will cause great confusion, 
ae UE doubtful the liability of the Superintendent upon his 
bond. i 

No time is now fixed by law, for the term of office of the Phy- 
sician of the prison; and he has been permitted to hold on for four 
years, under a provision of the Constitution. 

In conclusion, we would say, that under the circumstances, we 
think the situation and condition of the Penitentiary is better than 
ought to have been expected. We have no complaint to make of | 
the Superintendent, he has been vigilant and faithful, and is in 
every way well qualified for the station he occupies—his task has 
been a hard one the past year, and his labors most arduous—while 
he has managed with unusual kindness, his discipline has been 
decided and, proper, but very few punishments have been inflicted 

* by his orders, and the prisoners seem as cheerful and contented as 
it is possible for men to be in a place of confinement. 

Mr. Barrows, who holds tlie office of Clerk, has no superior in 
fitness for his position. 

The Officers and Guard have all acted together harmoniously, 
and the kindest feelings exist between them.

ÜxxTLEXEN: In obedience to the requirements of the law, it

hecomes my duty as Superintendent of this Institution, to present 


. to vou its présent condition and transactions during the past year. 


Upon taking charge of this very important and responsible office. 
I felt deeply impressed with the confidence reposed in me. Without 
any experience whatever in prison discipline, I am free to confess 
that I felt considerably embarrassed as to the best and wisest course 
to pursue in the proper management of the inmates of such an 
institution. Upon mature reflection I came to.the conclusion that + 
the best way to govern the prisoner was by kindness, yet without 
relaxing the reins of discipline. Upon this principle I resolved 
upon entering on the discharge of my duty to endeavor to govern 
so faras it should be im my power by the law of kindness and 
humanity,—the extraordinary good conduct of the prisoners ad. 
inonishes me that the principle was a correct one. It affords me 
great pleasure in saying that a more obedient, faithful and indus. 
trious set of prisoners cannot be found. No outbreaks of any 
xind have occurred,—punishment has been of rare occurrence, 
and when inflicted has been of a very light nature. The prisoners 
generally, seem to be as. contented and happy as could be expected . 
under the circumstances. For these results however, 1 am much 
indebted to the watchful diligence and faithfulness of Mr. W. C. 
Harrell, Sergeant of the Guard. 

The health of the prison during the past year has been goo. 
No disease of a serious character has prevailed until the appéar- 
ance of yellow fever. Upon its first approach in our city, I deemed 
it proper and advisable to enforce a rigid quarantine, not permit. 
ting any one connected with the prison to go outside the walls day 
or night, —every thing about the prison was thoroughly cleansed, — 
in fact every precaution was taker to prevent its appearance 
amongst us, but all proved fruitless. The first case occurred on 
the 1st day of October, and the last one on the 11th of November. 
There were eleven casesin all. Five of the Guard, the Sergeant 
of the Guard, four of the prisoners and myself, were attacked. 
Out ofthis number I deeply regret the loss of two ofthe Guard, Mr. D. 
B. Robbins and Mr, H. T. Bailey, also one of the prisoners No. 
57. Itis with sincere regret that 1 announce to you the death of 
our esteemed Chaplain, the Rev. Mr. Corbyn. He had been 
elected but a short time before death had marked him for a victim. 
He fell in discharge of his duty of the prevailing epidemic. Much 
praise is due to the Guard for the manner in which they conducted 
themselves; very heavy and onerous duties were imposed and per- 
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Jorted without a murmur. I take this method of expressing my 


thanks to Mr. A. N. Kimball and Col, J. P. Jones; for their atten- 
tion to the sick. : 

There have been during the year but four deaths-—this may be 
attributed in’ a great degree to the skill of Dr. Chbaniss, the Phy- 
sician and Surgeon in the treatment of disease. There have been 
eleven pardoned by the Governor, discharged by expiration of sen- 
tence eighteen, one sent back by writ of error, one sett to Lunatic 
no and one ‘escaped, whose time would have expired in six 
weeks, e i 

Under a resolution of the Board, 1 visited New Orleans last 
Spring, and entered into an agreement with Mr. Read for the bor- 
ing an Artesian Well within the walls of the prison. The work. 
was commedced by his partner, Mr. Crow, on the seventh day of 
August last. After boring to the depth of 110 feet, he was com- 
pelled to cease operations, and return to New Orleans, in conse- 
quence of the death of his partner, and is at this time engaged 
upon the well in that city. Nothing has been done towards it since. 


- The work is a highly important one, and should be carried on to 


completion—if successful, (and of this those who profess to know, 


` have not the shadow of a doubt) large sums of money will be saved 


annually, to the State. The amount of money disbursed the past 
year for hauling water, would pay for the well. It is supposed that 
a sufficiency of water can be obtained at from five to six hundred 
feet. Itrust thatin a short time the work will be resumed. 

Your attention is directed to the dilapidated eondition of the Pen- 
itentiary buildings. The main front building is in a dangerous 
condition, and requires immediate attention, if not very soon, itwill 
eventually fall. But ene successful remedy in my opinion, can be 
applied, that iz, to pull it down and erect a frame building in its 
stead. The brick could be applied to the building of a Hospital. 
The wall is gradually giving way, causing the roof to part, and the 
building to be flooded with water in wet weather. A considerable 
amount has beer already expended to remedy the evil, but to no 
purpose. 

“The skylight over the east wing of ‘the building will have, to be 
re-covered—the roof is in a very bad condition, and should receive 
prompt attention. E 

The private residence of the Superintendent is also going to de- 
cay; the wall at the west end of the building is very much cracked, 
arid I fear will fall, unless soon attended to. 

In compliance with a resolution of the Board of Inspectors, a 
tin roof has been put over the Engine House, ut a: cost of some 
$350.or $400; also the grounds in front of the main building have 
been enclosed with a plain but neat and substantiàl fence, at a cost 
of some $300. EP 

Your attention is called to the fact that the wood has been nearly 
cut from the land purchased by my predecessor—about 800 cords 
remain to be cut. More woodland will soon be required, unless 
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another plan shall be adopted by which the prison can be supplied. 
I am informed that wood can be delivered at the prison and 
corded at $2 25.100. This is as cheap, if not cheaper than at 
present. It now costs five bits per cord to cut it, from one dollar 
and twenty-five cents to one dollar and a half, to haul it, and fifty 
cents or more per cord for the wood, leaving out of the calculation 
stealage, expense of forage for the ‘stock, the hire of negroes to 
drive the teams and their wear and tear. There are three teams 
belonging to the prison, which are sufficient to supply enough of 
wood in ordinary times, but the past year has been an extraordi- 
nary one—they have been engaged a great part of the time together 
with others, in hauling water, consequently a very heavy outlay of 
money has been required for the hauling of wood. About 1800 
cords of wood are consumed annually. I believe if the furnishing 
of wood was let out to the lowest bidder, it could be had at $2 per 
cord. : 

After entering upon the discharge of the duties of my office, I 
found that very serious complaints were made by merchants aud 
planters, as to the manner in which our goods had been manufac- 
tured. Upon an examination of the stock, then on haud, I dis- 
covered that a good cause for complaint did exist. The goods were 
of very inferior quality, altogether too light for the market. Most 
of them have been disposed of, not however without loss ; it was 
impossible to sell them at the established rates. Some are still on 
hand, and likely to remain so. I am confident that fifty thousand 
yards of goods could not have been sold the past year, had the 
same course been pursued.  Considerable injury has already re- 
sulted on account of the inferiority of the manufactured articles. 
Many merchants and planters who were in the habit of making 
their purchases here, make them elsewhere. A change was made . 
as speedily as possible, and the goods now manufactured are of a 
much better quality. i 

Under the ninth section of the act passed at the last session of 
the Legislature, for the appointment of the necessary officers to 
take charge of the Lunatic Asylum, James Perkins (No. 95) has 
been removed to the Asylum, and is now maintained at that Insti- 
tution, at a cost of about two hundred and fifty dollars per year, by 
the Penitentiary. 

The act passed at the last session of the Legislature, prescribing 
the mode of conveying cónvicts to the Penitentiary, in my judg- 
ment, operates injuriously to the Institution, “There are just a 
sufficient number of Guard employed to guard the prisoners in the 
different departments of the prison. When conviets have'to be 
sent for, Guard are taken from their regular duties, who are fre. 
quently absent a week or two at a time, thus leaving some of the 
shops unguarded. "This could be remedied by the employment of 
an extra set of Guard at the prison, for the express purpose, but 
they would not be engaged more than one-fourth their time, The 
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law also requires the Superintendent, upon receiving information 
from the Judge, of the conviction and sentejice of a criminal, to 
take immediate steps to have him conveyed to the Penitentiary. Tt - 
frequently happens that after sending for prisoners, a Writ of Error 
has been taken out, or the prisoner broke jail, and thus a heavy 
expense incurred to no purpose, Ifthe law should not be repealed, 
an amendment ought to be made to remedy this. 

Conformably to law, the accounts were closed on the 30th day of

Deduct from the above balance the sum drawn from the Trea- 
sury, and the result will show a nett gain in favor of the operations 
of the Institution the past year, of $4,683 27.100. Add to this the 
amount that would have been realized from the sale of goods not 
manufactured in consequence of the unavoidable delays in repair- 
ing the machinery, anda nett gain of $17,643 27-100 would have 
been the result, leaving out of the calculation the loss of goods not 
manufactured for want of hands to attend the looms. ` 

The receipts of the Institution the past year, have been less than 
the previous year. This has resulted from several unavoidable 
causes. Atthe time I went into office, an epidemic was prevailing 
in our midst, and the past year closed with one, thus preventing per- 
sons from buying. Ifhowever an epidemic had not existed, the 
goods on hand at the time of my taking possession, were of such 
an inferior character that they could not have been disposed of — 
by £educing the price 1 effected a few sales to some of our resident, 
merchants, but most of them I was compelled to ship to other points 
and sold at reduced prices. This left me with but few goods on 
hand, and orders could not be filled. Thus situated, the main shaft 
of the machinery broke, which caused operations to cease entirely 
for some ten days, the loss of this time was a loss in the manufac- 
turing of twelve thousand yards of Lowells, amounting to twelve 
hundred dollars. Operations were again-suspended for five days, 
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caused from the breaking of the screw to the throttle valve, in 
which time six thousand yards of Lowells could have. been manu- 
factured, worth six hundred dollars. The manufacture of woollen 
goods was also suspended for the space of five or six months, in 
consequence of the damaged condition of the wool cards—it was 
a waste of time, money, and material, to use them—new ones were 
immediately ordered, and the manufacture of Linsey commented as 
soon as they were received. If this delay had not occurred, thirty- 
six thousand yards of woollen goods would have been manufactured 
and sold, amounting to eleven thousand one hundred and sixty dol- 
lars—other causes have existed. Some of the looms have remained 
idle for a month at a time, for want of hands to attend them. The 
number of inmates in thé prison during the ycar have been less 
than for several years back ; many have been discharged, and but 
few admitted. The overhauling and repairing of machinery has 
also been a great drawback. In justice to myself, I must state, 
(and it is a fact well known by many) that at the timo 1 went into 
office, the machinery was in a very bad condition and going rapidly 
todecay. In this state of affairs something had to be done, some 
one would have to bare the burden occasioned by the loss of time 
that wouldgresult in repairing it. Would it have been the best pol- 
icy to have continued the manufacture of inferior and unsaleable 
goods, and suffer the machinery which cost thousands of dollars to 
'go to ruin and leave it to a successor to repair, or to repair it myself 
and manufacture goods that would bare inspection. 1 determined 
upon the latter. The whole machinery is now in a good condition. 
and a eonsiderable improvement has been made in the quality of 
the goods. Ifthe causes above stated, had not existed, more could 
have been accomplished. 

The Institution has labored under many embarrassments the past 
year. The unusual high price of every article of provision, re- 
pairs in and about the building and machinery, the hauling of water, 
&c., have drawn heavily upon the receipts of the Institution—the 
hauling of water alone has cost between $1800 and $2000. 

Your attention is respectfully directed to the very small pay re- 
ceived by the Guard. Wages in every department of labor has 
advanced considerably in the last few years. Prices on every ar- 
ticle of trade are much higher. A more liberal compensation 
would always command the services of faithful and efficient men. 
so essential in an institution like this. a 

The salary now allowed by law, to the Sergeant of the Guard, is 
but a small compensation for the onerous duties imposed upon him. 
I hope it may be recommended to the Legislature to increase their 
compensation. 

You are respectfully referred to the documents marked A, B, C, 
D, E and F, showing the amount of receipts and disbursements 
during the year, amount of Stock, &c., on hand, list of convicts 
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pardoned, &c., list of convicts remaining in the prison at the close 
of the fiscal year, and account for clothing, &c. ` 

In closing this communication, gentlemen, permit me to say that 
to you, as well as the very efficient and áccomplished Clerk, Lowe 
much for your attention and advice always so freely given. The 
utmost harmony and good feeling has existed during the past year, 
as should always exist in an institution of this kind.

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RULES AND. REGULATIONS 


Dé 


P TO BE OBSERVED IN THE 


LIBRARY OF MISSISSIPPI 


ÅRTICLE 1. The Library shall be. opened every day during the 
session of the Legislature, Sundays excepted, from nine o'clock in 
the morning till three o'clock inthe afternoon.  . 

Art. 2. In the recess of the Legislature, it shall be open three 
days in the week, Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, from nine 
o'clock in the morning to three o'clock in the afternoon, and on no 
other day. But during the sessions of the High Court of Errors 
and Appeals, the Gourt of Chancery, and the Circuit Court of the 
United States, the Judges ofthose Courts shall have access to the 
Library every day in the week, Sundays excepted, from nine o'clock 
in the morning till five o'clock in the afternoon ; subject, however, 
to the rules and regulations herein prescribed. 

Asp, 3. Itshall be the dnty ofthe Librarian, to make a conve- 
nient classification and arrangement of the books in the Library, 
and such as may be added from time to time; to have the books 
labelled or designated in such a manner as he may prefer, and to 
preserve due lists and eatalogues of the same. He shall also keep 
due account and register of all issues and returns of books, as the 
same may be made. 

Art. 4 Books issued by the Librarian, pursuant to law, or the 
regulations of the Library shall be returned as follows: 

A folio, within three weeks. 

A quarto, within two weeks. 

Àn octavo, or duodecimo, within one week. 

And no person shall receive more than one folio, one quarto, or 
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two octavos or duodetimos,- within the terms aforesaid, unless so 
contiected as to be otherwise useless, except that when any of the 
Judges may find it necessary to examine and refer to any greater 
number of law books, hé of they shall have a right, if he desires, to 
take out the law books so deemed necessary by him or (hem, subject 
to the rules heréby established. 

Arr, 5. For all books issued to any person, à receipt or note 
shall be given, payable to (he Trustees of the Mississippi State Li- 
brary, and their successors in office, for double the value thereof, 
if in one volume only, but if it be one of a set, then double the value 
of the set to which it may belong, as nearly as the Librarian can 
ascertain the same, conditioned to return the book undefaced, within 
the time above mentioned, or to forfeit the amount of such note: at 
the expiration of which time, unless application has been made by 
another person for the same book, and the Librarian requested to 
make a rnemorandum thereof, the said Librarian, upon the books 
being produced to him, máy renew the issue for the same, fot the 
time and upon tho conditions aforesaid; Provided, that every re- 
ceipt or note shall contàin a further forfeiture or penalty, for every 
day's detention of a book beyond thespecified time ; that is to > say : 

For a folio, one dollar per day. ` 

For a quarto, fifty cents per day. 

Foran octavo or duodecimo, twenty-five cents per day. 

Which forfeiture or penalty may, for ‘good cause, be remitted by 
the Executive, in whole or in part as ‘the case may require. 

Art: 6. When any person entitled to the use of the Library, 
shall prefer to take a book for the limited time without removing it 
from the Library, he shall be allowed to do so, and preserve “his 
priority for the use of such book, for the time limited, in like man- 
ner às if he had withdrawn the book from the Library; and the Li- 
brarian shall keep due account and entry or all such cases. 

ART. 7. No book shall be taken from the Library for the purpose 
of being loaned‘to persons who are not entitled, as members or 
functionaries of the Government, to their use. 

Art. 8, Books returned shall be delivered to the Librarian, to 
be examined whether damaged or not. 

ART. 9. If a book be returned: ‘damaged, the party returning it 
shall not be entitled to receive another, until the damage for the first 
besatisfied; nor shall any person who has incurréd any fine or for- 
feiture, be entitled to receive a book from the Library, until suck 
fine or forfeiture be satisfied. 

Arr. 10. No book shallbe issued within eight days of the termi- 
nation of any session of the Legislature, to any member thereof. - 

Ars, 11. All books issued to the members of the Legislature, 
shall be returned five,days before the close of the session, , Whether 
the time allowed for the use thereof be expired'or not. 

Arr. 12, No person shall be allowed to take down from the 
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t 
presses or shelves in the Library (without permission granted by the 
Librarian,) or in any manner to derange or misplace any of the 
books or other property belonging thereto. 

Arr. 18. No person or persons shall be allowed to hold conver- 
sation in loud voice in the Library room, or in any manner to hin- 
der, molest, or disturb any others who may be disposed to read there. 

ART. 14, There shall be retained in the Library all charts, 
maps, plans of buildings, or other designs in manuscript ; volumes 
of plates or engravings; books accompanying charts, plates, or en- 
gravings ; tables of chronology ` volumes of newspapers, and other 
periodical political publications; encyclopcedias, or dictionaries of 
the arts; all geographical works, gazettes and dictionaries of lan- 
guage. Of the above, none shall be taken from the Library by any 
person, without special requisition, in writing, from the Speaker of 
either House ofthe Legislature, when the same may be required for 
the immediate use of the House. 

Amr. 15. It shall be the duty ofthe Librarian, six days before 
the termination of any session of the Legislature, to present to any 
member thereof, a list of the books which he has received from the 
Library, and not returned. ‘ 

Art. 16. The Librarian shall, four days before the termination 
of any session of the Legislature, furnish the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, andthe President of the Senate, with a list of 
the names of such of the members thereofas shall not have return- 
ed the books received from the Library, together with a description 
and value of such books, and also of the value of the set to which 
they may belong, and the amount of fines with which they may 
stand charged. 

Art. 17. The Librarian shall collect all fines and forfeitures ac- 
cruing upon notes given for books taken from the Library, for which 
he shall account with the Trustees of the Library, from time to 
time, as may be required. 

Art. 18. A printed catalogue of the books, with the rules an- 
nexed, shall be furnished.to each person entitled to the use of the 
Library. 

Arr. 19. All persons shall be entitled to the use of the Library 
on the days during which the same shall be open, pursuant to the 
foregoing rules. * R * * * Y * * 

Art. 20. The Librarian shall enter into bond with two securi- 
ties, in the penalty of two thousand dollars, conditioned that he will 
faithfully discharge the duties of his appointment according to law, 
and the rules and regulations which may, from time to time, be pre- 
scribed by the Board of Trustees for said Library, and that he will 
deliver over to his successor, all books, maps, charts, papers, man- 
uscripts, engravings, and whatever else properly belongs and 
appertains to said Library. 

Resolved, That books shall not hereafter be taken from the Li- 
brary by any person except a member of the Board of Trustees, or 
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one of the Judges of the Circuit Court of the United States, the 
State Treasurer, Adjutant General, or State Commissioner ; Pro- 
vided, that this resolution shall not extend'to members of either 
House of the Legislature during the session of the sams; and the 
19th article of the -rulés and regulations for the government of the 
Library, so far as it authorizes books to be taken from the Library, 
be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

Resolved, 'That persons who have filled the office of Governor of 
this Stafe, of Chancellor, or of Judge of the High Court of Errors 
and Appeals, or who have been members of the Senate ofthe United 
States from this State, shall he. entitled to take books out of the 
State Library, whilst they may be in the city of Jackson, in the 
same manner, and upon the same conditions with the members of 
the Board of Trustees.—[ Nov. 8d, 1848.

During that period I have sold the following lands belonging to 
the Seminary fund—viz: The half of Section 28, Township 15, 
Range 5, East, to A. M. Newman and Pearce Naland, Ji, for the 
gross amount of $1580. When the Seminary Lands were valued
